In thii age, aocnatomed as we are to shocks and thrills, ex 
plosions find seiisiitions. tlici'e is a eoiistunt appetite For tlie unusual, 
and any evuut or i-pisode or propuguiidu, regardless of its proportions, 
whieh does not yield daily food for the inflamed imagination of the 
public must soon give way to someliiini; else, less important, perhaps, 
but for the moment more mentnlly intoxicutini,'. 

Whether Ciennuny attacks us or not, tiie need for a tremendous 
defensive army is imperative, for no man can say what the future 
holds for cither Ameriea or Hnrope, and so well identified has Amer- 
ica become witli the world at large that anything alleets mankind 
in general must give us grave oonoern. 

It is evident that the youiiR men of the United States are not yet 
convinced that their nation is in immediate peril. They do not see 
opportunity for big fighting or stirring adventure. The humdrum 
of eainj) life, witliniit |)i(is|ii'el of cxcileiiient in the I'aee of an enemy, 
does not make liie liiood run riot* I nder present conditions, if an 
army of a million in to he rocruited, the draft must be resorted to. 
That is realized .it Wasliinfitoii. .\nny officers know it and the 
President is at last convinced of it. 

In the Hhsenep of immedinf 0 prospect for war operations nt home, 
there is hut oiie wjiy to enlixcn the interest so far as .America's part 
is concerned and that is to give authority to some virile iigure like 
Roosevelt to raise a division for service in France. 

If the President will j;ive Colonel Roosevelt a Major General "s 
commission and put him into the Held with power to raise nn army 
and take the Stars and Stripes to Europe, this will create more en- 
thusiasm and do more to injci i iictivity in all of our preparations for 
defense than anything that uould happen except invasion by a for 
eign foe. 

It is noted by today's dispatches that Colonel Roosevelt is to 
have a conference with Tresitlent Wilson with this end in view and it 
is to be hoped that the plan will .succeed. There are thousands of 
young men in the United States who would volunteer for service in 
Prance. This is well iiulie.iti'd hy the iiuiuIk r of volnnteei's who hav( 
joined the Canadian regiments and are now li<jhtin<,' under toreign 
flags. 

The ;iver;ii:e yoinif; man whose n;itiire is responsive to th(> call 
to arms wants to see prospects of "things doing." He will not enlist 
for police duty nor will he volunteer to follow some tin soldier on 
dress parade. Snrroundinc a man like Koosevell he sees the foinanci 
of war and hc^tins to hreathe the atmosphere which brought forth the 
, vision of the "Three Guardsmen," and when such a leader stfundo 
the hufxle, the "hoys" sprintr to their saddles and ride away, eafiei 
for the brilliancy and dash of the battletield and hungry for even 
't^e hardships of war. 

We have the men. we have the inoni'v and we will u'et the ships 
and guns, I'ut a real .soldier like Wood or Roosevelt at the head ol 
the American Legion and then watch the campfires as they begin 
to hum on every hill, — Lexington Leader.

.lane Addams and others bad criticised 
certain features. 

The section moat generally attack- 
ed, prohibiting persons from making 
i-lK'i'clicM or publishing arii l.-s cub- 
ing "disaffection" in the army or navy, 
is certain to be changed, i'lie laii- 
r^uuge will be amended, uccordiug to 
present plana, to apply only to piM- 
sons who would cause mutinies, de- 
.-ertion or other defections among the 
land or sea forces. 

Changes also arc coutemplaleil in a 
section which would prohibit obtain- 
ing and disseminating Information 
about the land and aea forces, na 
drafted, opponents of the measure 
have Insisted that innocent citizens 
.iii:;lil he punished for sight-seeing at 
forts or navy yards or priming pic- 
tures of naval equipment. This sec- 
tion, according to present plans, pro- 
bably will be changed to apply to pro- 
hibitions made In preaidential pro- 
clamations. 

General revision of other parts of 
the measure to make them more spe- 
clflo Is proposed. The chief objection 
made to the meaaure baa been that 
It was too broad and general In its 
i( nns. The revision, it is believed, 
will be completed within a few days 
and It will be reported probably early 
next week. 

I AU.V PAFEUil UKUEU TO AID IN 
FOOD CAMPAIGN 

Washington, April 12— To further 
its campaign for food conservation 
during the war, the Agricultural De- 
partment today ordered distribution 
throughout the country of the reso- 
lution* adopted at tbe St. Loula con- 
ference 9t Mricultural onertat urg- 
ing enlistment of 8,000,000 boys to 
aid In increasing production and a 
Pederal appropriation of $2&,0OO,00U 
tc meet the extraordinary need of 
agriculture. 

Secretary Houaton, who attended 
the St. Louis meeting, attachea great 
Importance to be resulting campaign 
among editors of agricultural pa 
pers, professors of agriculture and 
others for immediate mobilization of 
food production resources. 

It is urged that there be crei^ted 
under the Council of National De- 
fense a relatively small central agri 
cultural body to remain in Washing 
ton and supervise agricultural mat 
ters, a large national advisory body, 
a small central agricultural body In 
each atate, and oounty, urban and 
other local bodies. 

Detailed recommendations are made 
tor increasing the acreage in spring 
wheat in the Northern states, the 
corn area and the production of oats, 
sorghum, barley, bnokwheat, navy 
bcana, pot«toeB,< awoet potatoes, pea 
nuU and animal produota.

Action in the 
Senate probably will follow early next 
weelt. 

WlKMi Iho House iiiljoiirnod at 7 
o'clock loriii;li( ginoi-al ilcliatc had 
closed and llic leaders liad ayrei'd to 
begin dlsciissioii of anii'iidnu'iits un- 
der tlio tivi'-miiuite rul(^ at 11 o'clock 
tomorrow niornniK. 'I'lic vote jiroli- 
abiy will bi; taken early In the after- 
noon. 

Amendments approved today by 
Seoretary MoAdoo to limit specifical- 
ly distribution of the proposed |3.- 
000,000,000 foreign loan which the bill 
would authorize to countries actually 
at war with Qermany and only dnr- 
■ing hostilities will be added to tlic 
measure, lleprcpcntntlvc Lenrool. of 
Wisconsin, ai'.d ollicrs insisted today 
that witlioui. iliese limitations tlie 
Secretary of I he 'I'reasnry nil:4hl make 
loans to Kuropean m iilrais iiiiniedi- 
ately or continue loans to otiier coun- 
tries after the close of Iho war. 

Kramers of the bill insisted that 
such a course never would be consid- 
ered, but they finally agreed to insert 
the specific provision. 

Absence of partisan spirit marked 
the debate. Democratic Leader Kitch- 
in and Representative Fordney, of 
.MicliiKan, who for years had battled 
from opposite sides of the House on 
financial questions, particularly the 
tariff, were the principal supporters of 
the measure. Efforts to inject political 
discussions into the debate and swerve 
the leaders off on the tariff and oth- 
er Issues were unavailing. They went 
straight ahead, urging always the 
necessary ot Immediate action. 

Attention accorded the speakers 
was unusual. Scores of questions 
were propounded to them and keen- 
est Interest was displayed in the in- 
tricacies of tlie measure. 

An ovation "as Liccorileil .Mr. Kilch- 
in when he opened dehate in hehalf 
ot the bill, ile explaini'd lhal tin 
measure carried a proposed bond is- 
sue of $5,000,000,(1110, out of the pro 
ceeds of which $:t,000,000,000 was to 
be loaned to the Allies with their 
bonds as security, the remaining $2, 
000,000,000 obtained from the sale of 
bonds to be added to the proceeds of 
a proposed 12,000,000,000 certificate of 
indebtedness issue and expended in 
the prosecution of the war by the 
United States. All of tho issued bonds 
will carry 3Vi per cent interest.
